REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD, 

‘The annual meeting of the schoo] district was held April 5, 
1919, and the following officers were elected: Harry G. At- 
wood, moderator; Bert P. Doe, clerk; James E. Fowler, treas- 
urer; Eugene C. Partridge, auditor. Christopher A. Pollard 
was elected a member of the school board for three years. 

The school board met and organized as follows: Alice J. 
Partridge, chairman; J. Lewis Coe, committee on repairs; 
Christopher A. Pollard, committee on fuel.

After giving four years of faithful and efficient service as 
Superintendent of the Exeter Supervisory Union, Mr. Maro 
S. Brooks resigned to accept a higher position, having ‘been 
elected by the State Board of Education, as Deputy Com- 
missioner. 

At a meeting of the Union held at Exeter in May, Mr. 
Clifton A. Towle was elected superintendent of the Exeter 
Supervisory Union, which now includes Exeter, Stratham, 
Kensington, Brentwood and Newfields. 

During the short time Mr. Towle has been with us he has 
shown great interest in the school and has been ready and 
willing to assist the school board at all times. 


The following is his report: 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
To the School, Board of Newfields: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you a summary of the 
activities of the schools of Newfields since September 1, 1919, 
at which time I succeeded Mr. Brooks. Except for some sta- 
tistics taken from the registers, | cannot, of course, give you 
any report of the school year beginning September 1, 1918 
and ending September 1, 1919. These statistics accompany 
this report. 


Attendance of Pupils. 


We have ‘been fortunate in being spared the loss of school 
time by reason of epidemics of sickness, but the percentage of 
attendance since September 1, 1919, has been altogether lower 
than could be wished. This has been due largely to the sick- 
ness for short periods of individual children caused, no doubt, 
by the steady cold weather and the storms of this winter which 
have lessened physical resistance. In spite of this, however, 
the attendance of the school children should be better. It can 
be made better only by the ‘heartiest co-operation of parents, 
teachers and school authorities. 
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Teachers. 


The standards of the past years have been fully maintained 
by both Miss Butterfield and Miss Dixon. They have made 
additions to the content of courses and have improved meth- 
ods of work. The schools have a most excellent spirit which 
is produced by the personality and conscientiousness of the 
teachers, neither of whom spares any personal pains in the 
execution of her work. 


School Work. 


The attempt begun last year to articulate the Newfields 
grammar school in junior high school work with the Exeter 
high school is being continued. Miss Butterfield is getting 
good results from her work in Latin and junior high school 
mathematics. 

Both teachers are checking up their work in reading, pen- 
manship and spelling with standard tests approved by the 
highest school authorities. Miss Butterfield uses constantly in 
the grammar school the standard tests in arithmetic. 


School Equipment. 


As the seats are now arranged, both school rooms are fur- 
nished with an abundance of light coming from the proper 
direction. If the window which the pupils face in the gram- 
mar school, and which is now covered with a shade, could ‘be 
removed and place on the pupils’ left, it would be well to 
make the change. Some time when the cost of labor and ma- 
erlals is less, it should be done. When new shades are re- 
quired, they should be of a considerably lighter tint than those 
now used. 

The school building is in good repair, and the grounds in 
fair condition, though the fence at the back of the school lot 
is unsightly and invites further defacement. 


4‘ 
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Health. 


I regret that on account of the unusual demands of his prac- 
tice, our Health Inspector has not been able to visit the New- 
field’s schools. However, the inspection will be made as soon 
as possible. igi 

The health inspection of the school year beginning Septem- 
ber 1, 1918, and ending September 1, 1919, discovered 
amongst the pupils one case of defective vision, three cases of 
defective teeth and five cases of hypertrophical tonsils. No- 
tices of these findings were sent to the parents concerned, with 
advice to seek medical attention. 

The physical welfare of all school children is, this yaar more 
than ever, the concern of the State Board of Education. More 
than the usual attention is being given to matters of ordinary 
cleanliness, sanitation and personal hygiene. The school of- 
ficers, from the chairman of the state board down to the 
youngest teacher, are trying to show parents that matters of 
health are matters of education, and that good health is de- 
pendent on nourishing foods and correct habits of living. 


Good Citizenship. 

The state of New Hampshire, through its Board of Educa- 
tion, is charged with the development of good citizens by 
means of its schools. Education that is such a process of de- 
velopment as will make boys and girls capable of living happy, 
productive and efficient lives; that is, make them good citizens, 
in any community and at all times. It is a development of 
the physical, mental and moral powers of children,.and is suc- 
cessful only when the process is complete as far as may be 
for each individual child. All the daily activities of the New- 
fields’ schools are designed to develop and train good citizens 
of the school, of the home and town—and so of the State and 
Nation.
